W. 'Warfield, who was proprietor of 
the hotel at the time of the tragedy. 
The policemen testified to details' of 
the wounds, position of the oody and 
arrangement of the furniture in the 
room. 
Mr. WarnelcTs testimony was 


very brief. In response to & question 
propounded by Attorney Fulton of Mrs. 
Bbriine's counsel, he said that Mrs. 
Bonine had made arrangements to 
leajve the hotel before the tragedy oc- 
curred. 
Mrs. Bonine's party in -the 


courtroom was increased by the addi- 
tion of her brother, Grant Henry, who 
lives at St. Joseph, Mo. Only once 
during the day did Mrs, Bonine dis- 
play emotion, and that was when the 
bloody undershirt which had. been 
worn'by Ayres on the night of the 
-.killing was identified by Officer Brady.

Morris would likely not have been 


captured but that his heart went back 
on him when he tried to run.

To Attack Panama. 


Colon, Colombia, Nov. 23. — The 


latest news obtainable here is to the 
effect that the Liberal general, Lugo, 
has arrived at Empire Station, distant 
about 12 miles from Panama, with a 
force said to number 1,000 men. The 
Liberals are gaining and arming many 
recruits along the entire length of the 
railroad, and now control the line lip 
to within a point two miles from Pan- 
ama. 
An attack on that city is ex- 


pected momentarily, and much uneasi- 
ness is felt there. The Liberal leader, 
Domingo Diaz, is expected shortly to 
arrive at Colon. It is rumored here 
that Buena Ventura, a Colombian port 
on the Pacific coast, about 400 miles 
south of Panama, has been taken by 
the Liberals. Confirmation of-this re- 
port is lacking. Marines from the 
gunboat Machias still -guard"--the sta- 
tion and property of the railroad here. _

Manilla, Nov. 23.—News from island 


of Samar is encouraging, although up 
to the present time there have been 
no wholesale surrenders of natives. 
Ths Filipinos captured thsre show ev- 
idences of suffering and hunger. 
The 


coasts of the island are closely pa- 
trolled by gunboats and1 the use of the i 
searchlight makes it a'lmost impossi- 
ble for the natives to land food. The 
patrolling gunboats have 
captured 


over $20,(JOO in 
cash and ?100,000 


•worth of hemp, upon which a tax had 
been paid to the Filipinos. The sys- 
tem of taxation and the collection of 
taxes maintained by the insurgent 
leader Lukban was perfect and ex- 
haustive in every particular,'and pro- 
duced revenue from births, marriages, 
deaths, cockfights and from the fish 
ponds of Samar. Hemp was the most 
important feature of commerce. 


Smallpox is raging in the southern 


islands of the archipelago. The Unit- 
ed States Philippine commission is 
preparing an act to compel everybody- 
to be vaccinated. 


General Chaffee has been informed 


that the insurgent leader Caballos has 
1,000 fully armed men', including a 
number of American negroes, under 
"his command, in Laguna province, 
Luzon. An insurgent officer has just 
been captured carrying papers dated 
Mauban, Laguna province, Nov. 18. 
and signed by Cabaljos. The prisoner 
admits that Caballos has 1,000 men 
with him and" contemplated attacking 
Mauban. This probably accounts for 
the fact that thfe telegraph lines were 
cut neaFMauban and in several places 
the supporting poles were found to 
to have been removed. 


INDIAN PROBLEM. 


Commissioner Announces a Solution. 


Work ajrrd a Home; 


Washington, 
Nov.

which, it is contended, will settle the 
entire Indian question within a gener- 
ation, is announcel by Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs William A. Jcues, in 
his annual report. His plan is to give 
the Indian opportunity for self-sup- 
port, the same protection of his per- 
son and property as is given others, 
throw him upon his resources and to 
enforce' on him realization of the dig- 
nity of labor and the ^importance-of 
building and maintaining a home for 
hfmself. 
Mr. Jones says that at the 


outset the Indian must have aid and 
instruction, and necessaries doubtless 
will have to be furnished him until his 
labor becomes productive. 


A British Sneer. 


London, Nov. 23.—The Saturday Re- 


view, sneering at Mr. Hay's "unctuous 
aphorisms and word platitudes of uni- 
versal amity," bestows a page on 
"Lord 
Lansdowne's 
retreat," and 


says: "We are putting the future ca- 
nal unreservedly into the hands of the 
United States for the future—which 
will develop is a startling manner the 
imperialistic extravagances of today— 
without consulting in the smallest de- 
gree the interests of the rest of the 
world, which are intimately bound up 
with our own in this matter.'' It af- 
firms that Lord Lansdowne has "cyn- 
ically retreated from the position as 
trustee for the civilized world which 
we assumed even under the Hay-Paun- 
cefote convention, and thrown 
the 


whole siibject of contention into the 
hands of unscrupulous opponents to 
deal with as they think fit."'
